neither new nor shocking. 


The only point of cautior that I might pass along is 
that in a number of places, ard I think £ have clipped most 
of them, Mr. Scoville refers to Agency messages which he 
knows about, in some cases has read, but does not seem to 
have the original in his possession. I raise this simply 
aS a caution, that this could he a subsequent request on 
his part, if the dissertation is challenged because of the 
large number of classified sources.
